yards distant. 
O'Rourke had the test- 


ing wires in his hands nnd Houston was 
bending over the deadly explosive. 


In 
some 
unarcovmtable 
manner 


O'Rourke connected the battery wire 
with the firing plug instead of the teat- 
Ing plug, and a terrific explosion took 
place. 
Houston was blown to atoms. 


O'Rourke was instantly Killed, but was 
not very badly mutilated. 
Lieutenant 


Harts was struck in the small of the 
back and In the head by pieces of the 
shell. 
Barnham and the negro were 


also struck by pieces of the torpedo. 


By 
strange coincidence O'Rourkff's 


father was killed by the premature ex- 
plosion of a shell. 
After the war, he 


was digging th« ground at Fort Sumter, 
when his pick struck a shell lying em- 
bedded in the earth, which exploded, 
killing him instantly.

It postpones opsrations at Santiago for 
a Tveek at least, for Sampson has been 
obliged to send so many of his best ships 
to act as convoys that further attempts 
at land operations with marines will be 
impracticable. 


The storming of the Spanish strong- 


hold wi-th the comparatively small force 
left at the disposal of Admiral Sampson 
might result unfortunately to our men, 
It would require the massing of our 
troops and the pressing of the battle to 
a focus, but with a command as great as ! 
will be at the disposal of the American 5 
commanders upon the arrival of re- 
inforcements, the Spanish fortifications 
and strongholds can be stormed in de- 
tail, forcing them to divide their gar- 
risons. 
Late advices place the Spanish 


forces in the Santiago fortifications at 
6000 mm. 


The development of Friday was an 


order to Admiral Sampson to furnish 
additional safeguards which the navj 
deemed so absolutely necessary, but thie 
cannot ba done before Sunday, so that 
the army of the flotilla will be kept 
Idle a,l Port Tampa until Monday. 


It is now proposed to make a great 


naval procession of the advancing army 
in order that the quartet of "Spanish 
•warships," wMch reems to have escaped 
from nowhere, riiall be duly impressed 
with the fut'Utr of attempting an at- 
tack. 
Then; is no doubt that the ap- 


pearance of 16 men of war will be quite 
imposing, and undoubtedly the "Spanish 
warships" will run away. In fact the;, 
are really not likely to be heard of again.

A. False Alarm, Perhaps.

Austria Declines to Start.

to avoid the appaarance of making in- 
tervention seem only a dynastic action 
In the interest of thequeen regent, which 
perHaps, 
might give fatal offense to 


many parties in Spain. Nevertheless, a 
clodded opinion is held that the Urns 
for intorvention is vary near at hand, 
although a hesitation to take the first 
step Is evident everywhere. The prob- 
ability is that Russia will undertake the 
initiative. 
It Is known that the Ameri- 


can government has become more ap- 
proachable on the subject of interven- 
tion. 


With regard to the Philippine* no 


doubt exists in official circles in Vienna 
that the islands cannot remain in the 
hands of America. 
Ths insurgent* will 


reject all foreign control and, moreover, 
It is scarcely conceivable that America 
eould provide a sufficient force to enable 
her to take full possession of eo extensive 
a group of Islands. 
The probability is 


that tfte power* will flnd a way out of the 
diflloulty by establishing a sort of pro- 
tectorate, which, perhqj)*, Xnirlantl might 
undertake.

OLD OXFORD'S WAYS. 


One of the Bloat Notorious Battles In the 


University's History. 


The jaunty student scouted the officers 


of .the civil law. He walked In sublime 
contempt of the whole race of Philistines 
who sold him clothes and furnished him 
with board. He even rose loftily above 
his debts. Young lords with their retain- 
ers resorted to th* university. The flames 
of national enmity and the jealousy of 
nobles kindled afresh in the contact of tha 
student world. This turbulent, lawless 
age was mirrored in the fierce broils of the 
young scholars. 


In 1355 a quarrel arose at Oxford on St. 


Scholastioa's day, Feb. 10, between these 
lovers of learning and a landlord regard- j 
ing the quality of his wine, and when "he ' 
answered surlily" they broke their flasks 
about his head. Thua began one of the 
most remarkable contests In the history of 
the university. The bell of St. Martin's 
called the citizens to arms and of St. 
Mary's the scholars. The latter seized the 
gates of the city to defend them against 
the country people, who rallied to the res- 
cue of the citizens. 


But the rustics, 9,000 in number, storm- 


ed a gate and entered the town. Wherever 
the shaven crown of a priest or tho gown 
of a scholar was seen thither surged the 
wild mob. Churches w ere plundered and 
crucifixes and ornaments torn down. 
Monks wore seized with the chalice at the 
foot of the cross, and a general scene ol 
plunder and license set ;^. The host wat 
carried in procession, buT'did not avail to 
check the fury. 


The king arrived with troop*. Tho papal 
legate, .Nicholas of Tusculum, placed the 
town under on interdict, and all masters 
and scholars who should remain there. 
This was not removed for four years, when 
tho town submitted absolutely to the 
mercy of the legate, offered mosses for the 
•lain students and paid indemnity for the 
Injuries that had been committed.—Pro-

HIVES. ~~~~ 


The Caases and '•"•• Treatment of This 


Distressing Eruption. 


This most distressing eruption, known 


medionlly a? r.rt!<\iria and popularly also 
as nettle rash, hardly needs a description, 
for there is scarcely any one who has not 
at some timu in his life suffered from it 
more or less. It consists in the sudden 
appearance of one or more puffy swellings 
on the skin, hard and of a whitish or 
pinkish color, which itch and burn and 
sting intolerably. 


These wheals may be no larger round 


than a pea, or they may bo of the size of a 
silver dollar or even larger. The^ usually 
last only a few hours or a few minutes, 
but may persist for a day or pore. Some- 
times they keep coming out' in successive 
crops on the same or different parts of the 
body. 


The wheals generally disappear as rap- 


Idly as they coaie, and with them disap- 
pears every sign of the eruption, except 
perhaps the marks of the finger nails which 
the sufferer has dug into his skin in the 
vain effort to quiet the itehing. 


The causes of hives are numerous, but 


in the greater number of cases they are 
referable to some error in diet. Some peo- 
ple cannot eat shellfish of any kind with- 
out paying for their indiscretion by an at- 
tack of urticaria. Others are similarly 
affected by some kinds of berries or nuts 
or by certain drugs. Irritation of the skin 
by medicinal applications, such as arnica 
or iodine, by poisons, such as that of the 
nettle or of certain insects, or by the un- 
derclothing, as well as the action of a very 
low temperature, may also produce an 
eruption of hives. 


If it is possible to discover the cause and 


to remove it, the treatment of urticaria 
becomes a very simple matter. While the 
eruption lasts the itching and stinging 
may be relieved somewhat by bathing the 
parts in a strung solution of bicarbonate 
of soda, boras, household ammonia, alco- 
hol or vinegar and water. 


A useful application is carbolic acid, one 


part in 30 psrts of water, with, a little 
glycerin. 
Sometimes an ointment con- 


taining carbolic acid, borax or boracic 
acid, zinc or chloroform is Tory grateful.

Th» Big Demand For Oor Grain Cmne 


Largely From Fear That tL-» Uuitoel 
State* Woeld Get the Wont of It—Some 
Figure*—Queer Spautth Ncwipaper. 


NEW YORK, June 11.—[Special.]—All 


signs point to virtual stagnation of the 
grain export trnde all through the summer 
months, and, curiously enough, this will 
bo chiefly duo to the rapidly growing be- 
liei abroad that tho United States is to 
win tho present war, whether quickly or 
not and without any serious inconven- 
ience. Said a member of the Produce Ex- 
change, a heavy shipper of grain, to mo 
this morning: 


"There is no doubt whatever that the 


big demand for our grain, which came 
soon alter the breaking out of hostilities, 
was as much due to the fear on tho part of 
foreign buyers that soma of our ports 
would be blockaded and that commerce 
with America would ha somewhas inter- 
rupted as to the shortage of grain abroad. 
All the facts relative to the shortage on 
the other side of the water wore as well 
known before tho beginning of the war as 
after, but grain was high, and it yras 
thought the price would break before the 
absolute need of our surplus was felt. 
The blockading of Havana by Sampson's 
fleet made a difference, and foreign buyers 
fell over one another to get ships here to 
take away our grain before the Spaniards 
should return tho compliment. 


Some Export Figure*. 


"The increased demand began the week 


of the Maine's destruction, in fact—since 
war was then Been to be inevitable—but 
the increased movement across the sea did 
not materialize for some little time there- 
after because the ships were not available. 
Here are some figures showing the ship- 
ments from this port since the Maine dis- 
aster that may be interesting:

"It will be seen that it was fully six 


weeks before the export figures had grown 
to really phenomenal proportions, but that 
was only because it took time to get the 
grain moved from tbe west to tide water 
and time to get tha ships here for its sea 
transportation. 
Freights went up in 


measurably close connection with the in- 
crease of shipments, the rate (from Now 
York to Liverpool) being 8& pence on Feb. 
19 and fivepence on April 30. But, al- 
though the volume of swpicents kept np 
all through May and were only slightly di- 
minished the first weak in June, they began 
to drop on Hay 14, and a-Ibrtnlght later 
had gone down to threepence, a farthing 
lower than they were in March, and have 
remained at the low figure ever since. 
'' The relation between the grain freights 


and Dewey's victory at Manilla is signifi- 
cant. 
Although Dewey destroyed the 


Spanish fleet on May 1, confirmatory de- 
tails were not known until May 7 and full 
information as to what he had done was 
not received until Borne time after that. 
The drop in freight* was delayed a little 
after that even, owing to the pressing 
necessity of the shippers to get the grain 
they had bought on the move, but as soon 
as the pressure was relieved, early in the 
week ending May 28, the present low level 
was reached. 


"Why should Dewey's victory decrease 


the demand for Americas grain? Because 
the entering of Manilla harbor and the 
smashing of the Spanish ships showed as 
nothing else could have shown that the 
Americans know how to fight and have 
the tools to do it with and that the Span- 
iards neither know how nor have the 
wherewithal. That being tbe case, there 
was no probability that American ports 
would be blockaded or that it would be 
difficult to get American grain. 


Low Bate* to Continue. 


"Tbat there will probably be no great 


increase of grain freights in the near fu- 
ture is probable from the fact that some 
40 or 50 empty tramp steamers are now 
known to be at eea on their way hither for 
grain and cannot be turned back, and 
will, of course, accept cargoes at very low 
rates rather than to go ac they are coming, 
in ballast. 
"This has been understood for days by 


shippers here, but a fall revival was confi- 
dently expected until very recently because 
their heavy orders for August and Sep- 
tember bad been placed. Many of these 
have recently been canceled, however, be- 
cause of exceptionally favorable crop re- 
ports from several European end other 
grain growing regions. 


Xj» Correspondence de Espana. 


Concerning the Madrid newspaper La 


Corrospondencia de Eepaua, which is re- 
ported to have made enormous sales re- 
cently by printing bogus news in big type 
about fictitious Spanl»h victories, only to 
deny itself the next in small type, which 
no one sees, a man who has traveled a 
good deal in Spain told mo this morning: 


"La Correspondencia is the most ex- 


traordinary newspaper in existence, in 
that it has no editor, and in ordinary times 
is made up almost wholly «f gossip. This 
is literally true. Tbo publisher's depart- 
ment is well enough organized, perhaps, 
but tbe copy producing force consists of a 
number of clever independent contributors, 
come of them being men of culture and 
some otherwise, who gather all tbe small 
talk they can from every circle in Madrid, 
bar none, write it np and put the copy In 
a big leather bag. 
"The foreman decides what shall b* 


printed and what shall not, and his deci- 
sions are not made on any editorial prin- 
ciples, but are governed solely oil the space 
at command and the copy in , hand. In 
other words, he sets what is offered with- 
out regard to its subject until he has 
enough to fill the paper, and then he stops. 


"The result is a highly amusing sheet, 


in which scandal about washerwomen and 
wineshop keepers often appears side by 
side with news of the doings of titled folk. 
Thai 6oiue 'hot iiovio' is thus occasionally 
laid over till it is old doesn't matter in 
Madrid. Tomorrow is as good a time for, 
the publication of news there as today.

CROSSING THOROUGHFARES I 
VICTORIES OF REASON. 


Some Sort of Treaty Needed Between Cy- 


oltiU and Pedestrian*. 


"Yes," said tbe observing man after 


he had been riding for about six weeks, 
"cycling ig a groat institution, but be- 
fore it will become an unqualified suc- 
cess a meeting must be called for the 
purpose of allowing the wheelman and 
the pedestrian to arrive at some under- 
standing. I am ia favor of a convention 
•r something of that eort. 


"As it is now, a rider sees ahead of 


him a man or woman who is supposed 
to be euCowed with reasonable intelli- 
gence. This pursou is in tbe act of cross- 
ing tbe strest. Tha individual looks up, 
sees tbe rider coining and stands still 
right in tbe middle of tho street. Of 
course tujs is for mentally calculating 
bis chances of getting across safely. One 
can see tho workings of tbe pedestrian's 
mind in the muscular contortions of big 
face. 


"In the meantime the rider is getting 


closer aha closer and is in a study equal- 
ly as profound as to what oh^persou is 
going to do. The pedestrian takes a step 
forward, takes another glance up the 
street, stopp, starts back, makes an effort 
to reach tha pavement, stops again, 
starts forward aad stops. 


"Of course by this timo tho cyclist is 


almost .it a standstill aud is also zigzag- 
ging from one side to the other, waiting 
aud muttering. What is said depends up- 
on" whether the rider is a mail or woman. 
The poclestriau saems to give up all pos- 
sibility of osciiye, faces the rider, both 
arms extendad.'^jampa from one foot to 
tha other, aud the two collide. The cy- 
clist is thrown to the ground aud blamed 
for the whole performance. 


"How easily this might all be avoid- 


ed. Let tbe pedestrian, instead of per- 
forming all these trying evolutions, 
merely walk along as though there was 
nothing behind him, keep his course, 
and the cyclist will know what to do. 
Ho will turn his wheel to one side and 
slide past with perfect ease and safety. 


"When crossing a street, lei a man 


walk along ai though there was not a 
bicycle in the state, and the wheelman 
will shape his course accordingly. Ha 
has control of his wheel and is as anx- 
ious not to collide as tbe other fellow. 
That's all wheelmen want. They mere- 
ly ask that people walk along about 
their business and the riders shall not 
molest them."—Wheel. 


Faced Rucing. 


It is being confidently counted upon 


by race meBt promoters, track owners 
and riders that paced racing will be the 
strong drawing card of tbe coming sea- 
son. The great success of Michael fro™ 
a financial point of view and of other 
pace followers is the basis of this senti- 
ment, and it seems reasonable. Should 
it prdve that paoe followers are practi- 
cally the only drawing cards next sum- 
mer, it means that the amateur rider 
will have almost no chance at all. In 
competition races between singles the 
amateurs will simply serve for filling 
in on a programme. The prizes and tbe 
glory they get will be both lowered,, Ia 
paced races, as the game is being play- 
ed at present, they have no plaoe. Pro- 
fessionals with records and widely ad- 
vertised riders who compete for big 
purses have the call. In the light of 
these facts it seems strange to some 
who are interested in racing that no 
promoter has yet hit upon the idea of 
having paced raoes between amateura 
There are many amateur riders who 
would be willing to join the profession- 
al ranks of paoe followers if they could 
but feel confident; that they were good 
enough to have .a chance against the 
cracks who are now winning tbe fat 
purses. They think they could develop, 
but they have had no chance to try 
themselves out because of there being 
DO such races for amateurs. As in every 
other kind of sport, there is probably as 
good material in tbe amateur ranks 
among cyclists as there is in the pro- 
fesaioual field.—Now York Sun. 


Common Seune A**ertlug Ihwlf In CycU 


Construction and Kqulumeut. 


The substitution of tho modern type 


for the old fashioned high wheel wag a 
victory of reason, and such improve- 
ments as have taken plaoe since the first 
crude "safeties" appeared have been 
dictated by the reasonable necessities of 
the rider. Two years ago, for instance, 
it developed that the ridor was entitled 
to some consideration from the manu- 
facturer with respect to handle bars. 
The ridera of the present day sit their 
wheels according to the dictates of rea- 
son, if they choose to do BO. If they 
choose to bend far over, they may, but 
those who elect to sit upright find the 
dealer ready to advise and furnish an 
appropriate outfit. Formerly it was a 
common thing for tho dealer to insist 
that scorcher bars were the correct and 
proper thing, no matter what the rider's 
preferences. 


It is also to be noted that within the 


pubt yottr the tieulur hasceuued from dic- 
tating on tbe subject of saddles. The 
customer is asked what kind of a saddle 
he prefers, whether large or small, hard 
or soft, with springs or without, and be 
is forthwith furnished with the article 
ho desires. Here is another victory of 
reason and a triumph of hygiene and 
natural law. 


Once more, agents are less command- 


ing in their assertions that tires should 
always be pumped hard. If the cyclist 
considers it well to take tha benefit of 
the pneumatic quality of the tire in- 
stead of subjecting himself to constant 
and hard vibration, he may indulge hia 
preference without suffering the annoy- 
ance of jejune criticism. The agent's 
position that hard tires will last longer 
than soft ones is sound, but tbe average 
rider haa gained sufficient knowledge to 
make allowances, and if he prefers to 
nse his tires soft the maker of them does 
not suffer in reputation because they do 
not last indefinitely. Neither does tha 
dealer.—American Cyclist.

Tbis practice 
overworks tbe heart, to say the least 
According to a prominent pbysjoian, 
"the exertion of riding causes an in- 
crease in the strength of tbe heart's ac- 
tion, not excessive where the exercise ia 
moderate, but sufficient to give the or- 
gan all it can do. When tobacco is used 
in addition to this, there is an extra 
stimulus to the nerves about the be^rt 
and tbe beat is intensified to H danger- 
ous degree.''

taring the Army. 


No Expense to Be Spared to Confine tha 


Sever to I/I o Henry, 


Washington, June 11.—Th* announce 


ment of the appearance ef yellow jacl 
in McHenry, Miss., means that a dar.ge 
threatens the army In the south whic] 
may prove more fatal than Spanish sho 
and shell. The matter was discussed 
earnestly in the cabinet meeting Friday. 
Secretary Gage, under whose charge ia 
the marine hospital service and th» 
quarantine regulations, brought with 
li.m an official confirmation e£ the re- 
ports in the morning1 papers. It was, also 
announced that Mobile ^id other South- 
ern cities hxve quarantined, fea?i!i£ a 
spread of the terrible scourge. 


Secretary Gage stated that all through 


the spring months the quarantine regu- 
lations had been relaxed, and that par- 
Eons had traveled back and forth from 
Cuba without undergoing the least in- 
spection. It is not surprising that the 
plague has broken out in this country. 


As a matter o£ fact, it was stated at 


the cabinet meeting that during the 
weeks through which the army Was kept 
at Tampa there was daily fea=- of A re- 
port of the breaking cut of the fever. 
This is the real reason Why no more 
soldiers are to be encamped there, 


T^he president manifested, throughout 


the discussion of the yellow faversitua- 
tion, the greatest possible concern. He 
made many inquiries as to the precau- 
tions which had Keen taken to keep th« 
disease from spreading, and aekefl es- 
pecially as to the health reports'*torn the 
troops. He was assured tfeat up to the 
present time tti'ere was not much cause 
for alarm, ana that no expense would be 
spared to keep the fever from becoming 
prevalent. Orders have baen-sent to be- 
g-in a rigid dai'y inspection of^all the 
camps in the south, ali'd insp'eetors will 
be placed on the trains.

It really seems too bad that a young 


man who desires to fight the Spanish 
and swear faith and loyalty to the Stars 
and Stripes should be denied that priv- 
ilege, but Boston has such a personage 
in its midst. The young man's name is 
Chin W. Hoey, a native of the Flowery 
Kingdom, 
Chin Hoey came to this 


country when he was 12 years old, which 
would make him now 27 years old. His 
father v, as a raandarin, and a Chinaman 
of some importance. Chin could only get 
to ''his country by running away from 
home and shipping as a cabin boy. He 
tv-as a bright lad, good looking and well 
bred, so that he soon adapted himself 
to American ways, and quickly learned 
the language.

In love with the most up-to-date nation 
on the globe, and it became his greatest 
ambition to become a citizen of this 
great%country, but this was impossible 
under our naturalization laws.

•worked harder than ever to fit himself 
for an American citizen, and adapted 
himself in a wonderful degree to Yankee 
ways, in the hope that some time in the 
future he might see the law against hia 
countrymen repealed. Some three years 
ago he endeavored to secure an appoint- 
ment to the training ship Enterprise, as 
an apprentice, or cadet. After much dis- 
cussion of the pros and cons of the mat- 
ter, which in this instance were varied 
and vexing, he was again disappointed. 
"When war was declared with Spain, 
Chin Hoey again saw his opportunity 
and made application to the naval brig- 
ade officials for enlistment. He has 
some very good friends in the organiza- 
tion, and they went with him personally 
to Captain Weeks. No argument could 
prevail, however, as he was not a. cit- 
izen, and under the laws could not be- 
come one. Chin is still waiting and hop- 
Ing. He will yet succeed, for such per- 
severance seldom goes unrewarded.

waters within two weeks. The steamer 
Is now in no condition to do the service 
for which she is intended, but the work 
Of refitting her will be pushed rapidly 
forward. There are now no accommoda^r 
tions for passengers or others, with the 
exception of ons single cabin and the 
two cabins used by the captain and 
mates. The hold is fitted out with two 
decks, which can be put to advantage in 
providing cabins for sick passengers. 
Over all, the Marmion measures 200 feet, 
and she has a beam ol 27 feet.

THE ROMAN WALL PICTURE." 


Now Thought Not to Be a Representation 


of the Crucifixion, 


The now famous graffltte, or wall 


scratching, recently discovered in Rome 
was at first thought by archaeologists to 
bfl possibly a rude contemporary repre- 
sentation of the crucifixion. According 
to an article by Dr. Albert Battandier in 
Cosmos, experts have now quite abandon- 
ed this view of the meaning of the picture, 
. though thoy are not yet agreed about 
what it does represent. After quoting the 
earlier theory of tho Italian antiquarian 
Marucchi, the article to which reference 
has been made, Dr. Battandier goes on to 
say: 


"We must'confess that the impressions 


received at first sight have begun quickly 
to disappear. 
Other archaeologists see 


quite differently, and M. Mfcrfcchi him- 
self has become less positive, as the char- 
acters, having been washed repeatedly, 
come out more clearly. 
It is now impos- 


sible to defend the earliest explanations, 
and we are obliged to mourn the loss ol & 
discovery that would have bean valuable 
for many reasons, but useless for our 
Christian faith. The gospels ought to 
suffice us. 


"Let us speak first of the scene repre- 


sented at the bottom of this series of graf- 
fltte. There are, in fact, a largo number 
of inscriptions, one above the other, and 
we should bo foolish to suppose that all 
must necessarily be on tho same subject. 
We should observe first that tho design is 
very rough. The part of it that is clearest 
represents perpendicular posts united by a 
transverse bar and forming a sort of por- 
tico, with ladders for mounting. 
Several 


of the persons represented have names 
written over their heads, for the most 
part illegible ones. Thus we have Nostu- 
lus, Eulogius, Secundus, or, better, Jocun- 
dus, and finally £ilatns, of which thero 
remain only the syllables '11' and 'tns.' 
Higher up we find numerical signa 


"Now, the explanations of this scene are 


as numerous as thoy are hypothetical. 


"First of all, on account of a name that 


was thought to be 'Crestus,' at tbe begin- 
ning of the graffltte, it was regarded as a 
view of tho crucifixion. This is what has 
given to the drawing its great notoriety 
and has already caused floods of ink to be 
shed on tho question. Others have seen in 
it a naval maneuver. Tho poets aro. masts, 
only unfortunately there Is neither ship 
nor sea. for others it is a mason's scaf- 
folding, traced hero ta a kind of rough 
preliminary plan-of the proposed manner 
of doing some piece of work, but this does 
not account for tho drawings of people 
and still less for the Barnes written over 
their heads. Some archaeologists find here 
the preparations for an exhibition of rope- 
walkers or acrobats, and In this case the 
figures would represent the principal ac- 
tors with their names written over theit 
bonds. It Is probable also that it may be a 
representation of seme Imaginary scena 
traced by soldiers with plenty of leisure 
and net strong on perspective, who occu- 
pied on idle hour in growing a picture that 
bad nothing real to correspond to It. Fi- 
nally, to close this series of interpretations 
with a note of humor, some have thought 
this to represent the preparations for an 
exhibition of fireworks, as U powtter had 
been invented at this epoch I 


"Above tho scene thero ore numerous

My Dear Friend gatrine: 


Tour letter brings die fact forcibly to 


my mind that the season of out-door life 
is upon us, and tv-hen you asked me if I 
would not tell you sopethhig for a good 
substantial Iunch6o$'for the church pic- 
nic which would not make the children 
sick the next'fl&y I rubbed iny eyes in 
astonishment ajid awakened to the fact 
that the lovellg&t month of the year is 
here Vith its roses', and its weddings and 
Its piqjpjca. 


"Something substantial which will 


not lyurt the children^?" Well, I will try 
to prescribe something wfiicli will flll the 
bill. Of ail things" children like sand- 
wiches best, because tftey car walk and 
eat them at the same tirn'ft. Now when I 
say sandwiches, I de not m»an that 
apology for one—two thick slices of bread 
with canned meat between. Ob, no; that 
may hove some claim to the name, but I 
do not approve of that kind. I like the 
small, thin, dainty ones, fit to serve on 
any table, and one of the best is a 


SANDWICH WITHOUT MEAT. 


For this take the yolk of a hard boiled 


egg, mash It smooth with a tablespoon- 
ful of silt, white pefiner, mustard and 
one quarter ef a pound of American 
cheese abated. Stir in a scant table- 
speonfui of Vinegar, and spread between 
thin slices of bread. You will find these 
very nice. 


EGG.SANDWICHES 


are also desirable for a picnic, for they 
are appetizing- and substantial. Put the 
eggs into cold waiter and bring gradually 
to the boiling-'point and then boil for 
forty-five minutes; thK long cooking 
makes the yolks mealy. When cooked 
plunge into cold wat^r to cool. Remove 
the shells, artet put the eggs through a 
potato press or sieve. To each egg allow 
one^ialf teasp§onful of soft butter, and 
wofTt to a paste. Season highly and 
spread onjBtrttere.il bread. 


For 3. irVeat sandwich, one made of lamb 


is delicious. Trim all the fat from the 
meat and mince fine. Add enough rich 
cream to moisten, season with salt and 
spread on the buttered bread. 


SARfilNE SANDWICHES 


ars generally liked and are a pleasing 
variety. Take one small box of sar- 
dines, the yolk of one hard boiled egg, 
the juice of one lemon and a dash of cay- 
enne pepper. Drain the sardines and 
remove the skin and bones, and mash 
with a fork; add the egg yolk, which has 
been rubbed through a sieve, the lemon 
juice, the cayenne and enough melted 
butter to make a paste. Do not butter the 
bread, but Spread the paste directly on it. 


An advance on tbe old-fashioned ham 


sandwich Is made by the following rule 
for 
WALDDKF-ASTORIA SANDWICHES. 


Chop cold ham very fine, the fat and 


lean together, and a few white lettuce 
leaves. To each cupful of this allow 
one tableapoonful of melted butter, the 
yolks of two hard-boiled egrgs, one tea- 
spoonful of lemon juice, one-quarter of 
a. teaspoonful of dry mustard and on. 
quarter of a teaspoonful of white pep- 
per; pound all to a paste and spread on 
thin bread. 


Now, I am going: to give you a sort of 


dessert sandwich, which will be liked by 
both old and young. It Is called the 


QUEEN SANDWICH. 


Chop nuts very fine, making- a mix- 


ture of one-half almonds and one-quart- 
er English walnuts and one-quarter 
hickory nuts. Butler the bread and put 
on the slice a thin layer of the chopped 
nuts, a dust of salt, a sprinkle of grated 
cheess and cover with another slice of 
bread. These are delicious. 


Now, ip addition to sandwiches, take 


some pickles, and olives, dainty slices of 
cold chicken, old-fashioned ginger cook- 
ies, and some sood fruit. Do not, I bpg 
of you, carry frosted cake, or Jelly roll, 
or cream pie, or any other such kind of 
food; take that which will look well 
when It comes out of the basket, as well 
as taste well. 


For the liquid refreshments, squeeze 


the juice from a dozen lemons and half 
a dozen oranges; sweeten it and put it in 
a bottle. When you get to the picnic 
grounds a little of this in a glass of water 
will be nectar fit for the rods. 


It is all very well to call these affairs 


"a basket picnic," but I never carry a 
basket; that has to be brought home, 
while a nice box is just as neat, and you 
can leave It behind you. Is there any 
thing more vexing than to carry or look- 
after a lunch basket after the lunch K 
eone? I know of nothing which seems 
so much like wasted energy, and in these 
days of rush and excitement we do not 
want to waste any of that priceless 
quality. 


Now, I feel sure that the children, at 


least, will like a luncheon made from this 
prescription. Let me know about It.

BOY COMMITS MURDER 


Shoots a Playmate at Great 


Barrington. 


VICTIM 
DIES THIS 
MORNING 


Roy Sagendorf, 15 Years Old, Held 


in Jail at Pittsfield. Terrible 


Crime 
the 
Result 
of 


Cheap Novel Read- 


ing. 


The county will soon have a murder 


trial on its hands in all probability, and 
M many respects a peculiar one. 
Roy 


Sagendo'f of Grsat Barrinjjtou, a boy aot 
quite 15 years old, shot and killed a com- 
panion, John Miirchesei, 14, Friday af- 
ternoon, and is cow in jiil in Pltt'P.eld on 
the obarge of murder. The shooting was 
done about 5 o'clock in tho afternoon, 
and tie victim dl.^d about 5 o'clock 
tbi* morning at lus home. 


The affair took place on the Housatonic 


river, v/hcre a number of boys were in 
swimming:. The boys began to throw 
stones in the vrator to splash the water 
over each other, and finally threw stones 
iu sport at each other. Sagondorf was in 
a boat !n the river, and was a target for 
boys on oich side. He ordered them to 
stop and threatened to shoot, but al- 
though the boys knew he carried a re- 
volver they kept on. 


Sagendorf then drew ;his revolver and 


fired across the river into the crowd. 
Marchesei was struck, the bullet pene- 
trating his liver. He was carried home 
unconscious, and did not revive before 
his death. 


Sagendorf gave his revolver to a com- 


panion and tried to escape, but was soon 
captured by the police. There was great 
excitement in Great Barrington and he 
was taken to Pittsfield for 
personal 


safety, but on Marchosei's death was held 
on the charga of murdor. 


Sagendorf, when seon at the Pittsfield 


jail this morning, before ha had learned 
of the fatal termination of liii shot, said 
that he fired with no intention of hitting; 
anyone, but simply to frighten the boys 
who were throwing stones. Bat he ad- 
mitted that he had not token pains to aim 
high or into the water, but fired directly 
at the group of boys. 


He ii said to bo a very wild boy, and 


his frightful recklessness is probably the 
result of cheap novel reading. 
His 


mother died many years ago, and his 
father has not been saen since the boy 
was six years old. The boy lived with bis 
grandparents, and has always been wild. 
He said ha bought the revolver about lour 
weeks ago, claiming that burglars were 
feared at his home. It is believed, how- 
ever, that his mind was filled with the 
idea of becoming; a noted character after 
the manuer of the hero of the cheap 
novel, and scoured the revolver for the 
sake of using it in some way similar to 
what he finally did. He had a notori- 
ously bad temper. His father is believ ed 
to be in an Alabama regiment.

Tho boiler explosion which took place 


May 31 on the Hoosao Tunnel and Wil- 
mington roilroad near Wilmington, by 
which the lives of Engineer Douglas and 
his fireman, Ernest F.-alliner, were lost, 
is beiuz mv<iBti»at 
<>d 
?>? the Vermont 


railroad comraisiioner', '.'bo held a hear- 
ing at Wilmington Friday afternoon. The 
hearing was attended by Henry Douglas, 
superintendent oi out door work in this 
city, the father of the engineer who was 
killed, 
Mr. Douglas was accompanied 


by"E. C, Stewart, the inspector of plumb 
ing in this city, who understands engines 
and boilers, and who was employed by 
Mr. Douglai to examine the wreck for 
tne 
purpose of securing evidence for 


j'o s'bln future use. 


By direction of Mr. Douglas's counsel 


notuing of the evidence obtained by Mr. 
Stawart's examination was put ia at 
Friday's hearing. Mr. Stewart does not 
feel at liberty to make public at this time 
the conclusions he reached by his exami- 
nation of thn exploded boiler, but it is 
easy to infer from conversation with him 
that he found evidence that it was in de- 
cidedly bad condition. The insurance on 
the boiler had run out and had not been 
renewed. 


Mr. Douglas and Mr. Stewart looked 


over th3 ground where the accldant ~-c- j 
curred, which is two or three miles south j 
of Wilmington. It was a terrible wreck. 
The explosion gnep> away all of the 
boiler and engine except the trucks, 
which remained on the rails, and the 
train ran a little more than its length 
after the explosion occurred. A part of 
tho fire box struck a tree 14 inches in di- 
ameter 25 feet from the ground and 
broke it off. As published at the time, 
the body of the fireman was blown into 
fragments and scattered to the four winds. 
The body of the engineer did not fare so 
badly, but death resulted in a very short 
tims. 


It is not known what the outcome of 


these investigations will be, but the in- 
dications are that there will be a deter- 
mined effort to place the responsibility 
for the terrible catastrophe where it be- 
longs.
